Ardinal Pignacelli is arriv’d here from 

Rome, and has taken Poflcflton of his 

Archbifhoprick with the ufual Cere- 

monies. The Galleys which went from 

hence to change the Garrifons of Porto- 
Longone and ober Places, are return’d hither 
and have’ brought with them 500 Men of regular 
Troops; and have put a like Number into Gaeca. 
Reinforcements are likewile fent to Capua, Fondi, 
and other Piaces, to difpuce the Paffage of the Im- 
perialifts ; and the Duke of Awi cominues to ob- 
ferve Scarpileggia. Our City Militia go the Roynds 
through all 1s Quarters, to prevent all Diforders 
and Commotions. The Viceroy has declar’d the 
Duke of Laurenzano Lieutenant General of the 
Horfe of the Kingdom, and order’d him to haften 
their March co joyn the Army. 

Rome, June 25. The Marquis de los Balbafes 
is arriv'd here, in his Way to Sicily, of which he is 
made Viceroy. The Counts Taun and Martinitz 
have had Audience of the Pope ; as _ has alfo Gene- 
tal Pate. Count Taun is gone to ihe Detachment

City by 700 Horfe, who having been refus’d En- 
trance committed fome Duferder in our Neighbour- 
hood. The Imperialifts are advarc’d from Monte- 
Rotondo to the Plains of Tivoli, whence they will 
rroceed far Naples by the Way of Palcftrina. The 
Viceroy of Naples,and the Imperialifts, having both

The Marquis de Lofrano a 
Neapolitan, is gone from hence to the Army of the 
Imperialifts, wich feveral other Perfons of Quality. 
Count Martinitz has had a long Conference with 
Cardinal Paolucci the Pope’s chief Minifter. 

Venice, July 2. Letsers from Rome, fay Count 
Mattinitz is gone from thence very well fatified, and 
bastaken his Way towards Zagarola, to joyn the 
Detachment of Imperialifts. 
_ Milan, July 2. The Imperialifts that are march- 
ing for Naples, have made a Halt of fome Days 
on the Frontier of the Principality of Fondi, into 
which "tis prefum’d they are by this Time entred, 
in order to advance towards the Capital of that 
Kingdom.

We have confirm'd Ad- 
vice of the March of the 4 Regiments of Foot of 
Staremberg, Harach, Conigfick, and Zumjungen, 
to embark on the confederate Fleet, with a Barralli- 
on of the Regiment of Bonezana, in crder to act in 
Concert with the Body of Troops commanded by 
Prince Eugene.

Final, June 22. The 16th Inftant Admiral Sho- 
vel came to an. Anchor off this Place, with 43 Men 
of War and 57 Jranfport-thips.s The 20th that 
Admiral came afhore here, and foon after arriv’d 
Prince Eugene of Savoy accompanied by 15 or 16 
Gentlemen ; they were both faluted on their Arri- 
val with atriple Difcharge of all our Artillery, and 
were together in Conference above 4 Hours in the 
Governour’s Houfe ; where having din'’d in publick, 
Admiral Shovel return’d on board his Ship at 3 in 
the Afternoon, and a little after Prince Eugene fet 
out for Orbaffan in Piemont : The Cannon was fir'd 
agen at their Departure. The Imperial Troops, 
which to the Number of 8 or 10000 Men are 
coming hither to be embark’d, march with the ut- 
moft Expedition. 

Turin, Juve 23. Prince Eugene of Savoy, who 
has made a fudden Journcy to Final, to confer with 
the chief Commanders of the confederate Bicet, is 
expected back here this Evening or to morrow Mor- 
ning. Within 8 Days above 10000 Sacks of Oats 
and Bifcuit have been fent by Mules towards the 

Frontier, and above 800 Hand-Mills are providing 
here to grin’d Corn, it being fuppos’d our Troops 
may have Need of them when in the Enemy's 
Country, for the French give cut they will fpoil all 
the Wind- and Water- Mills in Dauphine, 

Turin, June2z9. The 19th a good Quantity of 
fret Provifions were fent from hence to Oneglia, 
as a Prefent to Sir Cloudfly Shovel. The 20th Prince 
Eugene's Field-Equipage atriv’d here from Milan. 
A great Number of Cannon-balls, Fafcines, and 
Tools for breaking up Ground, are fent daily by 
the Way of Alexandria to Final, to be embark’d 
there. The 24th our Garrifon confifting of 10 Com- 
panies march’d towards Coni, and only 2 Battallions 
are left in our Citadel. Imperial antl Piemon- 
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tois Dragoons are order'd to turn their Horfes to 
graze among the Mountains and to ferve on Foot, 
rill yr thail be ftoucd neceffary for them to remount 
and ferve on Horteback. 12000 of the moft re- 
folute Grenadiers arc chofen out from the ret, 
to be employ'd where tc fhall be judg’d convenient. 
The 6000 Imperial Hoffars and all the German 
Horfe are to pals che Mountains on Horfeback. The 
25th 22 Mules loaded with Part of our Duke's. Bag- 
age were fent to Ivrea, and 32 ochers with P:ince 
Baggoge were fent to the Camp at Ovbaf- 
fan. The 26:h Prince Amedee of Savoy, Nephew of 
Prince Eugene, fet out for Genoa. The 27:h 16 Men 
of every Company, were decach’d from the Cam 
at Orbaffan to the Valley of Aotte. The 28th che 
Imperial Train of Artiler’, confitting of 40 Cannon, 
pafs’d by this City for Orbsifan. Yefterday came 
Advice, that the Troops which march'd from hence 
the 241b, were atriv'd ac Bulcha. This Morning 
30 Mu'cs more, loaded with our Duke's Equipage, 
went from hence towards Aofte; fo char ‘tis nor 
doubied his Royal Highnets will puc bim{elf at the 
Head of the Body of Lroops that is to penetrate in- 
tothe Tarantaife. Juft now Advice is come, that 
to Day a!) the Foot broke up from Orbaffan, and 
that the Horfe will follow then to Morrow towards 
Bufcha.
